BERLIN  (UPI) — Heavily-guax- 
ded  East  German  workmen 
Thursday  demolished  homes  in 
the  Communist  “death  strip”  be- 
tw'^een  West  Berlin  and  East  Ger- 
many to  give  Red  border  patrols 
a clearer  field  for  firing  on  es- 
capees. 

ABOUT  30  men  using  sledge- 
hammers and  crowbars  worked 
in  a driving  snowstorm  to  tear 
down^-the  houses  on  the  border 
road  betw'een  the  West  German 
suburb  of  Neu  Staaken  and  the 
British  sector  district  of  Staaken 
in  West  Berlin. 

While  the  demolition  work 
went  on,  a British  army  car 
cruised  back  and  forth  along  the 
western  side  of  the  road  paced 
by  a Communist  armored  car  on 
the  other  side  of  the  single 
strand  of  plastic  rope  which 
marks  the  border  in  the  area. 

THE  STAAKEN  sector,  where 
pastures  and  farms  are  inter- 
spersed with  'small  apartment 
buildings  and  one-family  homes, 
has  been  the  scene  of  numerous 
escapes  to  the  West. 

The  buildings  stood  within  the 
500-yard  wide  “forbidden  zone” 
from  which  all  persons,  except 
Communist  guards  and  East  Ger- 
mans with  special  permits,  are 
barred. 

DESTRUCTION  OF  the  struc- 
tures will  give  the  East  German 
border  troops  a wider  field  of 
fire  against  escapees. 

The  houses  were  empty — resi- 
dents were  evicted  from  the  bor- 
der after  the  Commumsts  erect- 
ed the  anti-refugee  wall  in  Ber- 
lin on  Aug.  13,  1961. 

THE  THREAT  OF  similar 
eviction  spurred  an  East  Berlin 
family  of  five  to  make  a suc- 
cessful break  for  freedom  Tues- 
day night.  Friedrich  Motters,  his 
wife  and  three  sons  went  down 
a clothesline  from  their  third- 
story  flat  in  an  East  Berlin  bor- 
der building  to  a West  Berlin 
street  below.

He  was  a soldier  in  the  rear  ranks  of  the  Awkward 
Squad.  Despite  his  size  he  had  a longer  stride  than  most  of 
the  others.  He  was  a njember  of  a new  company,  just  an- 
other young  boy  in  just  another  war.  Like  many  of  the  other 
soldiers  he  too  became  a victim  of  the  influenza  epidemic. 
iMore  American  soldiers  died  in  the  epidemic  in  America 
than  on  the  battlefields  of  Europe.  This  is  the  story  of  one 
who  lived. 

HIS  FIRST  EXPERIENCES  with  BYU  were  spent  in  a 
hospital  called  the  Maeser  Building.  He  was  a ^Mormon  as 
many  of  them  were.  He  was  sick  as  many  of  them  were, 
and  he  was  administered  to  as  many  of  them  were.  At  that 
time  he  promised  his  Heavenly  Father  that  if  he  would  spare 
his  life — for  tlie  people  of  the  valley  were  dying  all  around 
them— if  ever  he  had  the  opportunity  to  serve  tlWs  institu- 
tion, he  would  avail  himself  of  that  opportunity. 

Thirty  years  later,  no  longer  just  an  ordinary  individual, 
but  a splendid  man  of  prestige  and  stature,  this  same  man 
found  himself  in  the  same  room  as  the  president  of  Brigham 
Young  Univei'sity.

He  missed  the  airstrip  by  near- 
ly a mile  and  apparently  tried  to 
land  on  a highway  when  he  saw 
he  was  not  going  to  reach  the 
airstrip.  The  wreckage  was 
strewn  over  a 50-yard  area. 

The  six  survivors  were  said  to 
be  in  critical  .condition  from  se- 
vere bums  and  shock.  They  were 
in  two  hospitals  in  Zarate. 


WASHINGTON,  (UPD— Rus- 
sia will  have  to  buy  $2  billion 
worth  of  machinery  and  equip- 
ment from  the  West  to  build  its 
much  heralded  chemical-fertilizer 
industry,  the  U.  S.  Central  Intel- 
ligence Agency  (CIA)  said 
Thursday. 

The  CIA  said  the  Soviets  pro- 
bably would  have  to  ask  for 
credit.  It  added  that  the  pur- 
chases would  strain  Moscow’s 
gold  reserves. 

At  an  unprecedented  news  con- 
ference, officials  of  the  tradi- 
tionally-silent  Intelligence  Agen- 
cy said  the  Soviet  Union  has  been 
“living  on  borrowed  capital,”  im- 
provising temporary  solutions  to 
its  farm  problem,  and  chroni- 
cally neglecting  balanced  devel- 
opment. * 

These  practices  have  “finally 
caught  up  with  the  Soviet  Un- 
ion,” the  official  said,  and  £ 
“nearly  disastrous”  crop  failure 
in  1963,  on  top  of  it  all,  has  con- 
fronted the  Kremlin  with  the 
need  for  reconsidering  “its  “pat-' 
tern  of  resource  alloc^tuyi.” 


Dr.  Linus  Pauling  Strikes 
At  Stockpiled  Weapons 


NEW  YORK,  (UPI)  — Dr.  Li- 
nus  C.  Pauling  said  Wednesday 
night  on  his  return  from  Oslo, 
Norway  where  he  received  the 
1962  Nobel  peace  prize,  that  the 
world’s  atomic  arsenal  today 
could  support  a six-megaton  war 
on  a daily  basis  for  146  years. 

Six  megatons  is  the  equivalent 
of  all  the  explosives  used  in 
World  War  II. 

The  prize  winning  scientist 
said,  however,  he  believed  man- 
kind had  matured  enough  to  pre- 
vent any  future  world  wars  in 
which  nuclear  weapons  would  be 
used. 

“I  believe  there  will  never  ag- 
ain be  a great  world  war — a war 
in  which  the  terrible  weapons  in- 
volving nuclear  fission  and  nuc- 
lear fusion  would  be  used,”  he 
said. 

He  said  mankind  had  entered 


period  of  maturity  in  which 
war  will  be  abolisi^ed  and  world 
law  will  take  its  place.” 

Pauling  estimated  that  exist- 
ing stockpiles  of  nuclear  wea- 
pons in  the  world  amounts  to 
320,000  megatons.

Wrinkles  Start  Early 
Says  Dermatologist 

NEW  YORK,  (UPI)  — ' Proper 
skin  care  must  begin  early  in 
life,  if  the  potential  wrinkles  of 
the  future  are  to  be  avoided. 

It  is  easier  to  prevent  than  to 
iron  out,  says  Dr.  Irwin  I.  Lu- 
bowe,  a practicing  dermatologist 
in  New  York,  known  in  medical 
circles  for  his  research  in  the 
Atare  and  .treatment  of  the  skin 
and  hair. 

The  woman  in  her  late  40’s 
or  50’s  who  arrives  at  the  doctor’s 
office  with  the  announcement, 
“I’m  beginning  to  wrinkle  and  I 
think  it’s  time  to  do  something 
about  it’’  is  wrong  on  two  counts, 
says  the  physician. 

One,  she  isn’t  just  beginning 
to  wrinkle.  'The  process  has  been 
going  on  for  20  years  or  more. 

Two,  the  best  time  to  do  some-, 
thing  about  it  has  already  passed. 

“Care  of  skin  throughout  ear- 
lier life  would  have  been  far 
more  satisfactory  than  anything 
I can  do  to  help  her  now,’’  says 
the  dermatologist. 

But  don’t  despair,  ladies.  The 
physician  adds  there  are  aids  for 
the  aging  skin — and  he  discusses 
them  at  length  in  a book  just 
published,  called  “New  Hope  for 
Your  Skin”  (Dutton). 

He  mentions  gentle  massage, 
diet,  cosmetics  which  disguise 
and  various  types  of  surgery,  in- 
cluding pla,'5tic.  - 

Of  hormone  creams,  the  physi- 
cian says,  “.  . . effective  hormone 
creams  are  potent  and  should  be 
used  only  under  the  supervision 
of  a physician  if  continued  for  a 
long  time.  Certain  hormone 
creams  are  available  at  cosmetic 
counters  without  prescription, 
but  these  contain  hormones  in 
such  small  quantities  that  they 
can’t  do  any  harm  when  used  im- 
properly. By  the  same  token,  the 
hormones  aren’t  present  in  suf- 
ficient quantity  in  these  creams 
to  produce  any  unusually  good 
results.’’

The  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity cagers  return  to  the  home 
floor  this  weekend  to  begin  con- 
ference piay  and  have  not  drawn 
the  easiest  opponents  to  begin 
with. 

WITH  THE  New  Mexico  Lo- 
bos  invading  Provo  Friday  it  will 
be  cat  eat  dog  all  the  way.  Pre- 
season polls  have  picked  New 
Mexico  to  finish  second  in  the 
conference  and  with  the  ASU 
Sun  Devils  slumping  as  they  are 
the  Lobos  could  be  the  team  to 
beat. 

Then,  to  complete  the  weekend 
action,  third-rated  Wyoming  will 
take  the  floor  Saturday,  to  test 
the  Mountain  Cats’  endurance. 

THE  COUGAKS  take  a far  bet- 
ter record  into  conference  play 
this  year  than  they  did  last 
which  is  some  cause  for  the 
BYU  fans’  optimistic  outlook. 
The  Wattsmen  last  year  had  won 
only  five  games  while  losing 
nine.  The  situation  is  reversed 
this  season  as  they  boast  a 7-4 
record. 

A closer  look  at  the  schedule 
thus  far  completed  makes  the 
statistical  improvement  look 
even  glossier.  Among  those 
crews  defeated  are  nationally 


ranked  Rice,  and  Seattle,  and 
highly  ranked  USC,  Michigan 
State,  and  Oregon.  With  a couple 
of  breaks  it  might  have  been  a 
different  story  in  .the  game  ag- 
ainst Oregon  State,  ranked  sixth 
in  the  nation. 

The  only  lopsided  defeat  suf- 
fered by  the  Cats  was  in  the  sea- 
son opener  against  UCLA.

THE  MAIN  cause  for  worry  at 
the  beginning  of  the  season  was 
the  Cougars’  inexperience.  Whe- 
ther or  not  they’ve  overcome  that 
or  possibly  balanced  it  with  their 
assets  remains  to  be  seen,  but 
nevertheless  they  have  won  six 
of  their  last  seven  tilts  includ- 
ing four  of  five  on  the  road. 

The  Coungars  are  built  around 
big  John  Fairchild,  6-8  center, 
a Junior  College  transfer  from 
Encinitas,  Calif.  Fairchild,  who 
is  45  per  cent  effective  from  the 
field,  collects  an  average  of  14 
rebounds  a game,  plus  19  points 
per  contest. 

FAIRt'HILD’S  fieldgoal  aver- 
age is  also  the  team  average,  as 
the  entire  team  is  firing  an  in- 
credible 45  percent  of  their  shots 
through  the  hoop.  Four  other 
regulars  on  the  BYU  squad  are 
averaging  ten  or  more  points  a 


game:  Bob  Quinney  (12.9),  Mike 
Gardner  (11.7),  Steve  Kramer 
(10.9),  and  Dick  Nemelka  (10.5). 

The  freshman  squad  will  re- 
turn from  a period  of  holiday  in- 
activity this  weekend  to  provide 
preliminary  action  both  even- 
ings. 

COACH  Pete  Witbeck’s  fresh- 
man club  will  be  after  its  fourth 
and  fifth  victories  of  the  season 
this  weekend  against  Hill  Air 
Force  Base  on  Friday,  and  Dug- 
way  Proving  Ground  on  Satur- 
day. Tipoff  for  both  games  is  set 
for  6 p.m. 

Hill  Air  Force  recently  nar- 
rowly missed  winning  the  Dixie 
Invitational  at  St.  George  after 
dropping  the  Championship 
round  to  Eastern  Arizona  by  one 
point. 

THUS  FAB  Kitten  wins  have 
come  at  the  expense  of  Ricks 
College  and  Snow  College.  The 
Baby  Cougars  defeated  Ricks 
twice,  showing  the  BYU  fans 
that  thOy  intend  to  be  a fast- 
breaking, high  scoring  team.

King:  'Use  Your  Brains' 


The  classic  liberal  position  of 
a free  market  of  ideals  was  the 
subject  emphasized  by  David  S. 
King,  former  representative 
from  Utah  in  the  Second  District 
for  tiie  U.S.  Congress  at  the 
Young  Democrats*  meeting  Thur- 
sday. 

Mr.  King  stressed  the  stand 
of  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  in  politics  as 
that  of  believing  in  a two-party 
system. 

“All  members  of  the  Church 
can  and  should  choose  their  own 
party  and  support  it,”  he  said.

Warns  Mabey 


“The  Democratic  Party,  in  its 
basic  philosophy,  is  leading 
the  wrong  way.” 

This  was  the  charge  made  by 
Dr.  Melvin  Mabey,  BYU- political 
science  professor,  to  the  Young 
Republicans  Thursday. 

He  commented,  “When  a Dem- 
ocratic administration  is.  func- 
tioning, there  is  a tendency  to- 
wards socialism.” 

IN  HIS  “BRITISH  Socialism,” 
lecture,  Dr.  Mabel  described  the 
“womb  to  tomb”  security  that 
includes  free  health  services, 
free  education  and  even  free 
burial. 

“The  thing  we  need  to  fear 
most  is  socialism,”  he  stated. 
Such  things  as  Medicare  and 
government  takeover  of  busi- 
nesses that  should  be  privately 
owned  are  leading  us  there.
